True Theory of Instruction. 

The object of the Common School is not 
to finish the education, but to lay the foun- 
dation for future and higher attainments; 
to teach the pupil now to study, and to in- 
spire him with a love of learning. If this 
be done, he will, for the rest, educate bim- 
self. He will feel that his education is on- 
1 begun, when his school days are ended. 

o complete it, will be the aim and pleas- 
ure of his life. Place him where you will, 
let his calling be what it may, he will find 
leisure for study, and will feel an insatiable 
desire for self-improvement. Every child 
can ordinarily be so traired, that he will 
be a scholar through life, and occupy the 
intervals of labor and business engagements 
in the cherished work of mental improve- 
ment. This great end of study should de- 
termine the methods of instraction. Such 
discipline is not to be gained by learning a 
few text-books by rote, nor by any 
of skill in mnemonics. It is the result of 
mental discipline, secured by close applica- 
tion and the thorough understanding of 
every branch pursued. 

From what has been said, it is obvious 
that it is the teacher’s chief business to see, 
not how much he can get into the heads of 
his pupils, but how much he can get out of 
them. Drawing ont is, in the end, the best 
way to put in. The culture of the mind is 
to be measured not by what it contains, 
but by what it can do. Efficiency is the 
proper test of mental improvement. Hence 
the teacher should make every effort to 
awaken and sustain a spirit of self-reliance. 
He should throw the pupil upon his own 
resources, and make him feel that he must 
train himself by his own efforts. In refer- 
ence to education it is preeminently true, 
that “every one is the architect of his own 
fortune.” In the breast of each pupil are 
the germs of those plastic faculties, which

They are always 
the best taught, who in the highest sense 
of the term, are self-taught, who make use 


of the lessons of their teachers, chiefly as 


guides in the work of self-training. The 
best scholars in our schools are those who 
lean least upon their instructors, and rely 
most upon themselves. 

It is the teacher’s office not so much to 


‘impart knowledge as to show his pupils 


how to get it; to give a strong impulse to 
their minds, and lead them, in conscious 
self-reliance, to put forth their utmost ener- 
gies. He will thus inspire them with a 
love of study and delight in mastering dif- 
ficulties, till they feel all the incitements of 
victors, and are encouraged to go on from 
conquest to conquest. 

To train a school to such habits of study, 
is no easy task. Under the most favorable 
circumstances, it will involve great difficul- 
ty and demand persevering effort. The ac- 
complishment of this one result is the great- 
est achievement of the successful teacher. 
It is the cardinal secret of a good educa- 
tion. These principles should guide com- 
mittees in the selection of teachers; and 
any one who, on trial, is found to lack this 
important faculty, however excellent in 
other respects, and however popular in the 
district, is not equal to the responsible task 
assumed. It is a radical defect, for which 
no degree of literary attainments or suavity 
of manners can compensate. 

Boys or girls educated on the system ad- 
vocated above, can hardly fail of success, 
when they pursue, in a like spirit, their ap- 
propriate callings in life. They will have 
clear ideas—and know what they are talk- 
ing about when they speak at all. If they 
undertake to write, they will be capable of 
concentrating all their powers upon u giv- 
en subject, and will write sensibly and to 
the point. Ifthey are called in the busi- 
ness of life, to decide in some novel emer- 
gency, they will think accurately, and de- 
cide promptly, for a thoroughly disciplined 
mind will always furnish a clue for the so- 
lution of the problem. Such a mind, even 
when ofertaken by an unusual combination 
of circumstances, will not resolve on one 
thing today, and tomorrow the opposite; 
nor begin to doubt and waver as soon as 
any thing positive has been determined up- 
on. It is not difficult to recognize such a 
person as well in a brief conversation, as in 
the whole course of life. He is distinguish- 
able, at a glance, from those who are for- 
ever lingering among unexecuted resolu- 
tions and abandoned projects—always mak- 
ing up their minds, but never reaching a 
fixed and an abiding conclusion. Those 
who are alternately drawn in opposite di- 
rections, soon find their efforts frustrating 
one another, and come to feel demeaned in 
their own eyes. Conscious that they are 
powerless, they have neither the heart to 
attempt, nor the force to accomplish any- 
thing. Such instances of fickleness are not 
rare. It is a tendency against which our 
yonth need to be guarded with special care. 
The erroneous theory of education under 
consideration directly fosters fickleness, 
while thorough mental discipline imparts 
unity and force to the character. Without 
such discipline, a man will not think for 
himself—he will waver and hesitate—now 
almost persuaded, and soon not persuadad 
at all. He will have neither accrate dis- 
crimination nor sound judgment; he may 
be very learned in appearance, Jat never

SacrRaMENTO, June 6, 1855. 

Mn. Ebprron: — Not many days ago we rode a 
day's journey into the country. It was for the, 
first time in along while, on that road. It is 
pleasing to note, after the lapse of two or three 
years among us the many and great changes for 
the better; how houses and all sorts of buildings 
improve; how what were once small enclosures 
get enlarged ;, how farm-houses in the midst of 
gardens und fields seem to have dropped down, 
here and there, upon what we once kuew as the 
wide, open prairie, or the undisturbed rolling and 
sinking hills. 

And yet the old landmarks remain, and we 
were by no means lost. ‘The roads run as for- 


then, when we come to the hills, how unchanged 
they are, in location, size, and general appear- 
ance; and how stable is nature, compared with 
the race and the works of man! We saw but 
two men on that journey and back that we had 
ever know before. | 

The stage was full. Nine inside and two chil- 
dren ; eight outside, and the driver. A majority 
of the passengers inside were natives of “Green 
Erin.” They had the conversation all their own 
way. Some of it was entertaining in its way, and 
some otherwise. After our quiet fashion we lis- 
tened and learned ; venturing only now and then

We found 
they had been in California “Two ‘ear”—*no dig 
gole”—“no sell good’-—“no shave,” many other 
things; and one could say, “we wash,” and an- 
other, “matches,” for lighting his cigaritos. 

The farmers were already cutting hay; and

yield; perhaps too plentiful to be remunerative. 
in a country where the markets are so casily glut- 


The specimens are truly wonderful. But we 
have been more pleased with the comparatively 
large supply there has been of this berry in mar 
ket the present season. Other gardens have sent 
some to market, but Smith's has outdone them 
all. Forthree weeks it has yielded about a bush- 
el a day, of superb fruit, and has paid a hand- 
some profit. And, taken all in all, that garden 
is one of the finest examples of what can be done

How the Esquimaux Live. 


The Phrenological Journal, for March, 
has some interesting information about the 
Esquimaux Indians, communicated by Capt. 
Budington, of New London, who has win- 
tered among them for the purpose of catch-

Their manner of whaling, said the cap- 
tain, is very simple and ingenious, They 
skin some seals whole, and blow up the skins 
like bladders, These are attached to the 

barb of the — ap by a strong seal-skin 

line, They paddle up to a whale and drive 
the harpoon home. The whale immediate: 
ly disappears beneath the surface, but the 

onts make it impossible for him to sink 
more than a few fect, and he soon rises ex- 
hausted with the efforts, and is despatched 
with lances; or, to use the captain's expres- 
. give language, “they work around him un- 
til they kill him.“ 

The captain mentioned a pleasing fact 
— fy of the good feeling of the Es- 
quimanx. They frequently stand six or eight 
hours over a seal hole without success, and 
the whole settlement will be hungry from a 
general run of ill luck. In that case, if one 


seal is caught, it is immediately divided 


among all the hunters, in proportion to the 
number of persons dependent upon each. 
The women, added Capt. Budington, do 
all the covering of the boats, after the men 
have constructed the frame. The frame is 
made of the ribs of the whale and such 
ieces of wood as they can pick up: it is 
ed together with shreds of black whale- 
bone. e women make the summer tents, 
and do all the rowing in the larger boats.
